Willy Reisewitz, in his account of the 
disaster, recited facts which seemed to 
show that the Volturno’s life-saving} 
equipment was in bad order when she 
sailed from Rotterdam and that the} 
Dutch officers whose duty it was to} 
inspect this apparatus were criminally | 
negligent in certifying that it was up} 
to requirements. 

Reisewitz says that the hose with 
which the crew fought the fire on ship- 
board was rotten and that there were | 
no nozzles for some of the hose; that | 
some of the Hfeboats collapsed under 
the weight of those who were sent over | 
the side in them, and that others were |} 
so seamed and leaky that they filled al- | 
most as soon as launched. 

Many of the steerage passengers from | 
the Volturno told thrilling stories of | 
their experiences. -Some 


asserted that 
while the crew was calm at first, mem- | 
bers of the ship’s company with the} 
exception of Capt. Inch and the other 
officers, seemed to lose their heads as | 
the flames spread. 

Second Officer Lloyd of the Volturno, 
on his arrival on the Grosser Kurfuerst, 
sald that the Carmania had taken no | 
part in the rescue of passengers from 
the Volturno either on Thursday or Fri- | 
day. He said that he did not know 
what reason Capt. Barr of the Carmania 
had for not launching his boats, but 
those who talked to Mr. Lloyd gathered 
that he considered the commander of 
the Cunard liner had been remiss. 

Third Officer Dusselbaum of the Vol- 
turno also said that the Carmania did 
not launch any boats. ‘ The rest of the 
ships that came to the rescue did so,” 
he said, and added: ‘The Carmania 
went away to look for our two boats 
that were lost and left us alone. Our 
wireless operator kept asking her for 
boats all day, and her Captain always 
answered that he was going to launch 
one. But he never did.” 

Capt. Spangenberg of the German liner 
said that every member of the crews on, 
the ships that went to the Volturno's | 
aid did his duty. He added in view of | 
the criticism of Capt. Barr of the Car- | 
mania that the Cunard liner was a very | 
large vessel and was very hard to ma- 
noeuvre in a heavy sea. Her search- 
hight was of great service, he asserted. 

The Red Star liner Kroonland, which | 
has eighty-nine Volturno survivors on 
board, including Capt. Inch of thé 
burned steamship, is expected to arrive 
at her pier, at the foot of West Twenty- 
first Street, at 7 o’clock to-night, but 
inasmuch as her starboard crank shaft 
is-crippled and she is making only ten 
Knots an hour, she may not get here 
until Friday morning. 


SURVIVORS ARRIVE HERE. 


Men on the Grosser Kurfuerst Dazed 
by Their Sufferings. 


The North German Lloyd liner Grosser 
Kurfiirst, the third of the fleet of 
eleven vessels which speeded to me 
aid of the Volturno, the burning Ura- | 
nium liner, on last Thursday, arrived | 
in this port yesterday morning with 105 
survivors, all men, from the wrecked 
ship. As the Grosser Kurfiirst steamed 
up the bay to ner pier in Hoboken, she 
was saluted by the other ships in the 
barbor. 

The survivors on the German lincr 
were accommodated forward in the 
ship, and as she came to a stop 
off Quarantine, they all gathered at her 
rail and gazed stolidly at the skyline 
of the great city in the distance. These 
survivors had lost all of their posses- 
‘sions, and all would have been penni- 
jess had it not been for the generosity 
of the passéngers on the Grosser Kur- 
fiirst, who subscribed some }400 for | 
their relief.

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Volturno Bridal Couple Committed Suicide; 


Cook Served Food Till Shoes Burned Of; 
Blinded Capt. Inch Saved His Dog

ON BOARD S. S. KROONLAND, Via Cape Sable, Oct. 15,—While 
1,500 miles west of Dover, at 9 A. M. on Thursday morning, a message 
was received that the Volturno was afire 100 miles away. The Kroon- 
land immediately changed her course, and under full steam headed di- 
rectly for the burning steamer. At 5 P. M. the Volturno was sighted. 
Two other steamships were standing by, but owing to the heavy sea they 
were unable to take off passengers. 

At 2 o’clock in the afternoon a wireless was received announcing that 
all the lifeboats of the Volturno had been lost. The Carmania asked if 
we would stand by. In reply to our question whether it was worth 
while to continue, Capt. Kreibohm said that only one would proceed. 

Capt. Kreibohm ran his ship to within hailing distance of the Vol- 
turno to determine her condition. The Kroonland was the first steam- 
er to venture so near. Coming close, it was seen that the Volturno 
was badly afire forward to the funnel. The passengers were crowded at 
the stern and the crew were fighting the flamés. The blaze had started 
amidships, throwing the engines out of commission, and the ship was a 
hopeless wreck. 

At dusk Capt. Kreibohm had the Kroonland to windward and lowered 
a lifeboat commanded by First Officer Kummel and manned by sixteen 
volunteers. There were strong probabilities that the lifeboat would be 
wrecked and the men lost, as a heavy sea was running. The lifeboat 
went close to the Volturno, but was unable to take off any of the 
passengers and returned with difficuity. An hour later, the sea having 
calmed slightly, three more lifeboats were launched, and these succeeded 
in reaching the Volturno, but the passengers refused to jump. The boats, 
however, returned after midnight with thirteen who had been induced to 
take the risk. The Kroonland was most skillfully manoeuvred. 

It was the judgment of Capt. Kreibohm and the Chief Engineer that 
the sea would quiet toward morning and that the Volturno could hold 
out. At 5 o’cloek the Kroonland caused two lifeboats to be lowered. They 
were in command of the Second and Fourth Officers and manned by 
volunteers. The boats reached the Volturno, and in a short time brought

Heroism of the Volturno’s Cook.

ON BOARD S. S. KROONLAND, via Cape Sable, Oct. 15.—When we 

reached the burning Volturno it took remarkable seamanship and daring 
to bring the Kroonland under her stern in the hope of reaching her with 
a lifeline. It was a savage sea, and, skilifully as our first boat put away 
in the darkness, we on board the Kroonland knew that the chances were 
against its returning. | 

The setting off of extra rockets from the Volturno gave a marvelous | 
pyrotechnical display, but to those on board it must have seemed as |} 
though the flames had reached the pilot house, for there rose a great cry 
of despair. When the real explosion came we looked upon the Volturno 
and her people as doomed. 

The rescue work among those in the water was swift. In no time 
two boats had picked up thirteen men. That was at 3 o’clock in the 
morning. Summoned by éhe fire, many boats were near, and these were 
fitted with slings or bowlines. By this time the lifeboats could make 
their way about, for the sea was easier. A tank steamer had poured oil 
to windward upon the waters. 

The task of bringing the rescued ones on board the Kroonland was 
cleverly handled by lifting them with bowlines through the port. And in 
all the excitement the men remembered to handie the children tenderly 
—children in many cases alone, for in the speed of loading families were 
separated. 

It was a strange company. that filled the last boat to put off from 
the side of the flame-swept Volturno. It*carried Capt. Inch, it carried |} 
the officers, it carried a dog. And it carried a cook who was one of ‘the | 
big heroes of the tragedy, for he stood at his post and baked and made 
coffee until the flames were so close that his shoes were literally burned 
off. ° 

The Kroonland was the last of the rescuing ships to pull away. As we |} 
left the Volturno was nothing but a cloud of smoke and so hot that scut- 
tling her was out of the question. The Captain, the officers, and the crew 
of the Kroonland deserve the greatest praise for the skill, the daring, 
and the spirit of self-sacrifice they brought to this opportunity. In their 
efforts appeared the first hope that any rescue was possible.

HIS BIPLANE BURNED 


New Accident in Search for A. 
J. Jewel, Lost Aviator—Mon- 
at Sea? 


oplane Seen 





Racing at eighty miles an hour across 
the aviation field at Oakwood Heights, 
Staten Island, yesterday afternoon, to 
get up sufficient impetus to take tne 
upper air, the biplane driven by Tony 
Jannus struck a ditch, turned turtle, 
and was burned. Jannus escaped un- 
injured, but J. Robinson Hall, the man- 
ager of THE TimEs’s Aerial Derby on 
Monday, was slightly injured.

day for Oakwood Heights in a Moissant 
monoplane and disappeared. 

The two*were ready to begin the'r post- | 
poned search early yesterday morning, , 
but it was not until 2 o’clock.in the 
afternoon that Jannus thoug‘nt the wind ! 
had moderated sufficiently to allow a}; 
successfui flignt. The tank had been | 
filled with twenty gallons of gasoline, |

MEXICO CITY, Oct. 15.—That the 
crisis in the relations between Mexico 
and the United States, which was al- 
most reached yesterday, is only tempor- 
arily delayed is the general feeling here 
to-night among Mexicans and foreign 
ers. When and how the next devetop- 
ment will be reached is a question agi- 


tating all alike. 

To many {it would cause no surprise 
should Mexico assume a conciliatory at- 
titude. The impression, which is gain- 
ing ground, that other nations are in- 
clined to fall in line with the Wash- 
ington Administration in the matter of 
future policy toward Mexico may tend, 
it is argued, to cause the Mexican offi- 
cials to seek some ground upon which 
they can with dignity meet Washington 
hal? way. 

At the same time it is acknowledged 
that the accomplishment of this will be 
difficult, since the only recourse is the 
holding of the elections or the retention 
of the Presidency by Gen. Huerta, either 
of which would be equaily distasteful to 
the United States. It is regarded as 
extremely improbable that Gen. Huerta 
will release the Deputies and restore 
them to their functions, which appears 
to be the only other alternative.

Those on the Grosser Kurfiirst who 
had been saved from the burned ship 
were still dazed by the terrible experi- 
ence they had been through, and it 
was difficult to get a concerted narra- 
tive from them. Later,’ when they ‘nad 
been taken from the ship and led 
friendly hands to the rooms of the He- 
brew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid So- 


ciety at 220 East Broadway, their con- | 
tidence was restored to some ex‘ent, | 
and then many pathetic stories of suf- | 


fering were told. 

The examination of the survivors was 
made difficult because of the neglect 
to manifest them on the way to New 
York. The result was that the facts in 
regard to each person had to be <col- 
lected at. the pier. The survivors, as 
fast as they. were recorded, were re- 
leased in batches of ten or a dozen in 
care of the charitable organization that 
will care for them until they can get a 
start in this country. The Red Cross 
Emergency Relief Committee will han- 
die the funds contributed for the relief 
of the sufferers, and the Hebrew Shelt- 
ering and Immigrant Aid Society has 
undertaken to give to cach survivor 
brought to New ‘York a 
home, regardless of race or creed. In 
this connection it was pointed out that 
most of those who arrived by the 
Grosser Kurfiirst yesterday were not 
Jews, but represented races that had 

amicipated in the persecution of Jews 
nm Russia. 


Sister Greets nan Survivor. 


On the pier when the Grosser Kur-' 


fiirst arrived was a large crowd, but 
it was not so large as the one which 
awaited the arrival of the Cunarder 
Carpathia with the Titanic survivors on 


board. This was accounted for by thei 


fact that no New Yorkers were.among 
those rescued. Of the 105 survivors 
who landed here yesterday only one 
was known to any person on the pier. 
That was’ Rubin Reimer, 
clasped him in her arms.

he is the only one of the survivors not} 


at the Immigrant Home in East Broad- 
way. The streets in the neighborhood 
of the pier in Hoboken were thronged 
with persons eager to catch a glimpse 
of those whose terrible experience had 
aroused the sympathy of the world. 
They followed the automobiles in which 
the survivors were carried from the pier 
until they passed onto the ferryboats 
for the trip to this city. 

It was said that not one among those 
rescued had ever been in an automo- 
bile before. The autos had been put 
at the disposal of the Red Cross ard 
the Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant 
Aid Society by their sympathetic own- 
ers. In each machine was one or more 
representatives of the charitable organ- 
ization. 


Reserves Called to Handle Crowd. 


In East Broadway in front of the 
building occupied by the Hebrew 
Sheltering and Immigrant 
a crowd of several thousand gathered 
to witness the arrival of the Volturno 
survivors. So great did this crowd be- 
come that the reserves from the Madi- 
son Street police station were called out 
to keep ordcr.

Herman Remer, after he had finished 
his repast, told this story: 

“TI live over those terrible hours on 
the Volturno,” said he, ‘‘as I sit here 
in this room. It is all branded on my 
brain and I shall never forget, for’ it 
was ‘all’ so terrible. The morning that 
the fire was discovered I was in the 
stcerage when two of my fellow pas- 
sengers ran into the room where I was, 
shouting ‘ fire.’ 


Panic in the Steerage. 


“They kept on through the steerage 
without stopping. There was a scramble 
for the stairways leading to the upper 
decks. We saw the flames and felt the 
heat. While we were battling with each 
other to~-get: up the stairs the fire 
spread. People pushed and _ cursed, 
trampled others under foot, and pulled 
and tugged to drag back those who had 
gone before in order to take their places. 

“TI made my way-up the stairs as 
best I could.’ I am sure that I made 
that ‘trip, up those stairs, through that 
mass of struggling men, women, and 
ehildren, by physical force alone. It 
was 2 fight that was going on all around 


us—it: was‘a fight for’ life=and life was | 


as sweet to me as it was to the others, 
and I’fought because I wanted to live. 

‘“‘As we approached the upper deck 
the smoke became thicker. 
people groping their way through the 
dense cloud of black and then fall on 
the deck. On the upper deck were 500 
people. They were herded together like 
cattle, all eeuserne to get to the rail 
and to the boats. The majority of those 
on the deck were. near’ one. end of: the 
boat. ,I don’t remember ‘whether it was 
the stern or the bow. I can’t remember 
all that happened, for it now sweeps 
back over my mind like a nightmare, 
and all I can say is that I'am thankful 
that I am awak-, on my feet and that 
I can remember and that:I.was not one 
of those who burned to death in the 
steamer or who drowned in the water 
when there’ wasn’t a,chance for life. 

“A ‘number of men were busy. with a 
lifeboat on the upper deck. 
they; were members of the crew. 
thought that they were'getting the boats 
ready for the women and the children, 
but when I saw’ the women and the 
children pushed aside, and saw the men 
climb into the boats themselves, I knew 
it was different. 

“"The members of the. crew. were 
thinking. only of themselves—of their 
own Hves—and they entered the first 
boat that. was lowered. I. watched that 
boat as it descended from the deck to 
the water,*and I envied those men who 
sat in it. They had found life, and my 
life was hanging in the balance. ; 

““T saw the boat reach the water, but 
that waseonly a brief life: which they 
efijoyed, for the boat. was. washed 
against the side of the steamer. It was 
crushed to pieces and those who were 
in it were drowned. I saw ali this 
when. the smoke blew away in the gusts 
of wind. 


Passengers Climb the Mast. 


“I turned away from: the rail and 
looked at those about me. Helplessness 
was written on every face., I saw six 
children and a woman climbing one of 
the masts. They thought the steamer 
was sinking. They reached the top, 
then the mast broke.

‘most in need of aid. Some of the 
| mothers have ken separated from their 
| children, here or on the other side, and 
these families must be united. Five 
| children arrived on the Kroonland to- 
day whose parents have not been found. 
It is plain that not only 
| relief ig needed but that those per- 
} sons who have been left destitute must 
| be helped for some time to come.’

Meredith Nicholson, the novelist, who 
Was appointed Minister to Portugal by 
President Wilson and declined the post, 
is one of those American authors who 
have given up writing about wholly | 
imaginary girls and taken to portraying ,; 
the American girl as she is to-day. For! 
this reason, partly, perhaps, Mr. Nichol- 
son was found to be keenly interested , 
in the search which THE NEW Yorx| 
TiIMEs is making for the Girl of To-day. | 
That she exists, a real type, Mr. Nichol- | 
son is positive, and he defined her, 
though from his first words one would 


have thought he believes that his‘ na- 
tive Indiana alone produces her. 

“Speaking generally,” said Mr. Nichol- 
son, “the American girl seems to me 
io ulustrate even more strikingly than 
her brothers the changin tendencies 
of the times. The girls in my 
part of the country are taking life 
pretty soberly.

“The conviction of McLaughlin is 
bound to have an improving effect on 
the force, Jt will deter many members | 
from corruption. The example in this 
case is more forcible because of the 
power which McLaughlin had in the 
department, and the means at his dis- 
posal for defence.”’ . { 

Five indictments were returned against | 
McLaughlin by the Grand Jury on March } 
18, 1895, prior to his conviction. He was 
charged with having received a bribe_of | 
$50 on Nov. 21, 1891, from Francis W. | 
Seagrist, Jr., and four other bribes in| 
the same year from other persons. In| 
the first trial the jury disagreed, and 
another trial was ordered. The second 
trial ended on June 8, 1895, the jury | 
finding the defendant guilty. He ‘was | 
sent to the Tombs, pending an appeal. | 

Edward E. McCall, as counsel for Me. | 
Laughlin, carried the case to the Appel- | 
late Division of the Supreme Court, | 
which sustained the verdict of the lower | 
court, On further appeal the case was 
carried to the Court of Appéals, which | 
on Oct. 20, 1896, reversed both lower | 
courts, with the result that McLaughlin | 
was subsequently reinstated in the Police 
Department, but was finally demoted to} 
the rank of Captain. 3

NATIONAL LEAGUE 


Herrmann Said to be Grooming 
New: Man for Presidency 
—Yanks in South. 


, 


*T stand on my record as president of 
the National League for the past four 
years,’”’ said Thomas J. Lynch yester- 
day. “If the National League club 
owners see fit to drop me, very well 
and good, but I positively will not re- 
sign. My rétord, I think, speaks for 
itself. I have always acted in the best 
interests of baseball and my record is 
my strongest recommendation. Re- 
garding the rumors that some of the 
club owners are against me, I will say 
nothing. I absolutely refuse to talk 
about it further.” 

The National League election will be 
held at the annudai meeting in this 
city on Dec. 9. President Lynch has an- 
tagonized several club owners because 


of his fearless, uncompromising stand 
on the umpire question. He has backed 
them up at all times, in fact at times 
when the club owners believed that the 
indicator holders were all wrong. It is 
said that there is a wide breach between 
Chairman Garry Herrmann of the. Na- 
tional Commission and Mr. Lynch, who 
serves on the same board. It was 
noticed that during the world’s series 
Mr. Herrmann and Mr. Lynch were 
seldom in the same vicinity. They 
traveled on different trains between 
New York and Philadelphia, and kept 
as far apart as possible, except when 
conducting the official business of the 
National Commission. 

Mr. Herrmann, it seems, is leading the 
opposition against Fres’'dent Jynch. 
Herrmann wants to get a candidate of 
his own, Robert Brown of Louisville, 
into the office. Mr. Lynch was_ the 
compromise candidate of the late John 
T. Brush, and his one hope of retaining 
the office is that he will still have the 
influence of President Harry N. Hemp- 
stead and the New Yorx Club. If Mr. 
Hempstead sides with the opposition, 
Mr. Lynch’s chanees will brobably be 
slim. The New York Club wields a 
great deal of influence in ~National 
League affairs. 

Mr. Lynch, it is said, is not conducting 
any campaign to retain the office. He 
has always maintained since the time 
he was an umpire that unless an 
official on the field had the full author- 
ity to keep the unruly players under the 
proper discipline, it would work 
greatly against the best interests of the 
game. 

‘I believe,” said John A. Heydler, 
Secretary of the National League yester- 
day, ‘“‘that the day is not far distant 
when we will see a new colurnn in the 
box scores, to record the errors of judg- 
ment made by ball players. Errors of 
judgment have been frequent this sea- 
son and they have had far more im- 
portance on the outcome of games than 
he ordinary mechanical errors a player 
makes. For example, serious érrors of 
judgment played an important part in 
this year’s world’s series gumos, but 
there is no record of these in the box 
scores. It seems to me that more at- 
tention is being given to scoring each 
year and the recording of errors of 
judgment will follow before nany more 
seasons.’’ ’ ' 

It is likely that some changes in the 
scoring rules will be recommended be- 
fore another season. One change which 
will probably be made pertains to a 
thrown ball which hits an umpire. 


The New York American League Club 
is already making pans for the Yankees 
to train next Spring at Houston, Texas.

WORLD’S SERIES THE are 


Ban Johnson Opposes Round Robin 
Series of All Major Clubs. 


CHICAGO, Qct. 15.—There is little 
likelihood that the world’s series. as 
played for the last half dozen seasons 
between the pennant teams of the 
National and American Leagues will 
be supplanted by a general interleague 
eonflict in which every club of one 
circuit would meet every one in the 
other. B. B. Johnson, President of the 
American League, to-day expressed 
that opinion, arguing that for the good 
of the game the present system would 
be retained because of the great interest 
the series creates in every town and 
hamlet. 

The proposal of August Herrmann, 
Chairman of the National Commission, 
for the round robin series was first 
made several years ago, but not until 
this FM was it accorded much sup- 
port. It is possible Mr. Herrmann may 
get the commission at its meeting here 
Monday to take up the matter with the 
clubs. President Johnson’s opposition 
probably will delay its adoption for 


some time at least. 

“While I recognize many of the 
necessary evils of the world’s series, the 
one big point in its favor is that 
it arouses tremendous interest in every 
city and hamlet in the nation,” Mr. 
Johnson said. ‘‘ This interest redounds 
to the benefit of baseball, and our, 
efforts should be to strengthen base- 
ball. The interleague series with six- 
teen clubs competing would sustain 
local interest, but would remove 
the great financial incentive for teams 
to win their league pennants.” 

The Commission, President Johnson 
said, practically has agreed to the in- 
sertion in the uniform players’ con- 
tracts of the major leagues for 1914 
of a clause which will prohibit players 
from writing for newspapers.

But ex- 
penses have increased $70, and the net 
is reduced by $19, or about 19 per 
cent. The compilation of The Finan- 
cial Chronicle covers August, and is 
in totals instead of per mile. Gross 
earnings increased by $4,342,000 to the 
maximum, but the net decreased by 
$9,106,170. This is more impressive 
than the per mile statement, and 
ought to command earnest attention. 
The decrease is as severe as that of 
1908, due to the panic of 1907, and 
is due to different reasons. After 
1907 the roads suffered from the gen- 
eral depression. There is now no such 
depression. On the contrary, as the 
maximum traffics show, there is 
great activity, but the railways are 
not sharing it. They are not even be- 
ing paid for the extra work they are 
doing. \ 

To use language which ought to be 
understood, the railways are being 
pillaged for the benefit of all other 
interests, and by every authority, 
even by those which ought to pro- 
tect them. One road which explained 
yesterday the halving of its preferred 
dividend says that although its earn- 
ings have fallen its taxes have risen 
from an assessment of $4,980,000 in 
1911 to $18,809,700 in 1915, _ This rob- 
bery under forms of taxation is paral- 
leled by limitations of rates and fares. 
On the steam roads the same rates, 
paid for piece work, bring lower re- 
turns for more service, the calcula- 
tion, be it remarked, having no refer- 
ence to the asserted sins of capitali- 
zation and speculation. The Federal 
Government is the worst offender, 
since it claims credit for serving the 
public in the manner of those who 
take without paying. The trades

INEFFICIENCY IN GOVERNMENT 
EMPLOY. 
GARRISON has 
ceived a delegation of arsenal work- 
men to protest against the burdens 
of the so-called efficiency system of 
shop management. Several Repre- 
sentatives accompanied the delega- 
tion, and supported their argument 
against being overworked and op- 
pressed in the manner which presum- 
ably is as severe in the arsenals 
in other Government occupations. 
Notoriously the conditions of Gov- 
ernment employment are such that it 
is difficult to get the Government’s 
work done. 
Secretary GARRISON made no reply 
on his own account, but he handed 
the delegation a copy of Gen. CrRo- 
4IER’s report to the Ordnance Bu- 
reau of the working of the system, and 
asked the delegation to return if they 
wished to do so after studying what 
the General had to say about getting 
more work with less effort, and for 
the same wage. The Secretary’s ac- 
tion in this case is almost as cruel 
as his advice to the cadets who 
wished relief from punishment for 
their faults. He advised them to 
take their medicine like men, rather 
than appeal like whining boys. In 
substance, his advice to the arsenal 
delegation is that they should earn 
the wages which they receive, and 
which are envied by many unable to 
get equally desirable employment.

FIRES, CHANCE, AND THE STATE. 

That the business of insuring 
against fires is to an extent not ap- 
proached by any other legitimate 
business ”’ a game of chance, pure and 
‘‘simple,”’ is the belief of Mr. Wit- 
LIAM. T. EMMET, State Superintendent 
of Insurance, expressed yesterday be- 
fore the National Association of Local 
Fire Insurance Agents in Cincinnati. 
The State, Mr. EMMET thinks, is no 
fit agency for the transaction of such 
business; or for its control beyond the 
minimum required in the interests of 
the public. Life insurance, by reason 
of the fact that -people die ac- 
cording to fixed averages, is an ex- 
act science, but buildings do not burn 
according to any law of averages. The 
‘“‘experience”’ tables of the fire in- 
surance companies’ fall far short of 
certainty, and at best offer sugges- 
tions of policy as to rate-making. It 
would be very difficult for the State 
to supervise the rate schedules of the 
experts in this highly hazardous call- 
ing. Yet because the old cut-throat 
competition between the companies 
has been succeeded by co-operative 
rate-making associations, the ques- 
tion of guarding against exorbitant 
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the fact that even with its threat of 
monopaly the present substitute for 
competition in fire insurance is a 
proper one. The State has restricted 
the rate-making by 
placing them under the jurisdiction of 
the Insurance Department, and has 
passed effective laws forbidding dis- 
criminatory rates between risks of 
the same class. On several occasions 
this has resulted in largely reduced 
rates in certain districts and cities 
of New York. Despite this restrictive 
measure, Mr. EMMET says, it must be 
admitted that in this State, as else- 
where, the fire insurance rates are 
under suspicion.

RESENTS CONSUL S ACTIVITY 


Germany Objects to Pressure on 
Firms to Exhibit at Fair. 


Special to The New York Times, 
| WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The German 
Government, which has declined to par- 
ticipate officially in the Panama-Pacific 
Exposition to be held at San Francisco 
in 1915, has indicated its displeasure 
over the activity of American Consular 
officers in Gcrmany in endeavoring to 
work up sentiment for sending German 
exhibits to the exposition. 

AS a result of the intimation conveyed 
to this Government, the State Depart- 
ment has directed the Consular officers 
to disregard instructions previously sent 
to interest German manufacturers and 
others in the opportunities that would 
be afforded them through exhibiting. 

The attitudeof Germany is not takcn 
to mean here that all hops must be 
abandoned of the Fatherland taking 
part officially in the exposition. All 
the circumstances connected with that 
Government's course are not understood 
in Washington, however, and probably 
will not be until fuller information has 
been received. 

After the abandonment of the sugges- 
tion that Col. Theodore Roosevelt should 
be designated as a special commissioner 
of the United States to Germany and 
Great Britain to persuade those two 
Governments to rescind their decision 
not to participate in the Panama-Pacific 
Fair, consideration was given by Secre- 
tary Bryan to the designation of Dr. 
Andrew D. White of Ithaca, N. Y., in 
that capacity. Dr. White, who was 
formerly president of Cornell University, 
had served the United States as Am- 
bassado rto Berlin, and has generally a 
high standing among officials of the 


German Government. It is not likely, 
however, that Dr, White will be sent to 
Germany in any such capacity, as 
James W. Gerard, the ncw American 
Ambassador at Berlin, has suggested to 
the State Department that any repre- 
sentations to be made should Be en- 
trusted to him, and it is likely that this 
course will be followed. 


MEAT TO CONTINUE HIGH. 


Department of Agriculture Expects 
Little Rellef from Importations. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to-day announced 
that food crops and meats were scarce. 
As a result the cost of living may go 
even higher. The price of meat ani- 
mals on Sept. 1 was far in excess of the 
average figures for the last two years. 

Said James Pickens of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry: “It is now obvi- 
ous that the rise in meat prices in re- 
cent years is the natural result of an 
actual shortage in production. It is evi- 
dent, also, that the country is facing 
an era of short production of meat, and 
that some constructive means must be 
adopted if the American appetite for 
this class of food is to be supplied.” 


Little hope for lower prices of meat 
through competition from Argentina, 
Australia, and other beef- -producing 
countries is seen by the experts, who 
deelare that, with the free markets of 
England and other countries open to 
it, meat can hardly become plentiful 
and cheap in this country.’

Importers Complain of Delays. 
Importers and Custom House brokers 
are meeting with unusual delay at the 
New York Custom House in securing 
liquidation of duties accruing on im- 
ported merchandise. The new tariff is 
held responsible owing to the rule es- 
tablished by Collector Mitchel that 
yarehouse entries be given the prefer- 
ence in the matter of liquidation. The 
effect of this is to delay the delivery 
to merchants of direct shipments re- 
ceived at this port since the new law 
went into effect on Oct. 3. While under 
the Treasury regulation the Collector 
is empowered in emergencies to keep 
employees beyond the regular office 
hours, it was stated yesterday that 
this course was deemed unwise in view 
of the strain to which the liquidating 
staff is subjected at the present time.

As regards the exten- 
sion of credit in the form of deposits or 
ledger balances, the bill offers to reduce 
the required cash reserve of the New 
York city banks from 25 to 9 per cent., 
or, in other words, from approximately 
$300,000,000 to about $100,060,000.

THE NEW 


MONEY BILL THREAT 
BY SHARP WILLIAMS 


To Oppose It Unless Country 
Banks Can Charge for Col- 
lecting Out-of-Town Checks. 


URGES CHANGE TO WILSON 


Says It Will Overcome Rural Oppo- 
sition——Send Freight Train Over 
Bill’s Foes, Tillman Advises.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—While high- 
ly indorsing the general principles of 
the Owen-Glass bill, John Sharp Will- 
iams of Mississippi, a prominent Demo- 
cratic Senator, has written a long letter 
to President Wilson indicating that un- 
less the measure is amended so as to 
permit member banks of the proposed 
regional reserve system to charge for 
collecting out-of-town checks, he did 
not see how he could reconcile this to 
the just interests of the country banks 
of Mississippi and vote for the bill. 

Mr. Williams added that he thought 
the amendment he suggested would end 
at one stroke most of the opposition of 
the country bankers to the measure. 
This is the first threat made by a 
Democratic Senator to vote against the 
bill. Mr. Williams suggests that the 
provision requiring Federal reserve 
banks to receive on deposit at par, with- 
out charge for exchange or collection, 
checks or drafts drawn upon its mem- 
ber banks, or by any of its member 
banks, or by member banks of any other 
regional reserve bank, be arended by 
inserting the following language: 


Nothing herein contained to be construed 
as prohibiting member banks from making 
reasonable charges for collecting and re- 
mitting funds tor other patrons. 


The country banks have bitterly pro- 
tested against this feature of the Dill 
as it stands, and the Senate Committee 
on Banking and Currency has repeated- 
ly been told that the provision in its 
present form would wipe out the profits 
of many smaller institutions. This 
criticism has had some effect in the 
House, where a proviso was inserted 
shortly before the bill was sent to the 
Senate permitting banks to make ‘ rea- 
sonable charges to cover actual ex- 
penses incurred in collecting and trans- 


mitting funds for their patrons.” 

Mr. Williams insists that unless the 
banks aré allowed a profit in the trans- 
action the proviso will be useless to 
them. 

“Now I come to i 
seems to me to be vital,” says Mr. Wil- 
liam’s letter. ‘It is the attempt to 
force country banks to collect and remit 
cheeks and bills of exchange drawn 
upon other banks in other places free of 
charge. This is not a part of the pub- 
lic functioning of banking. That is to 
say, it does not relate itself to the gov- 
ernment or to the interests of the people 
as a whole. It relates to a purely per- 
sonal service and the charge for the 
service. % 4 

“It is a service which a private in- 
dividual as well as bank could perform, 
and which private individuals frequent- 
ly do perform. When performed in that 
way it is called ‘shaving’ notes or 
bills. . 

“The sole result of this provision 
would be to deprive the country banks 
of large amounts of profits which they 
now make and which add to the divi- 
dends which they pay to their stock- 
holders, and which their customers are 
willing to pay because it is a reason- 
able compensation for the service ren- 
dered, and all, as far as I can_ see, 
solely for the benefit of the banks in 
large cities.” 

Mr. Williams goes on for twenty type- 
written pages to suggest other changes 
in the bill. The permission to national 
banks wnder certain conditions to lend 
on mortgages on improved farm lands 
for a year, he said, was a_ tendency 
toward unsound banking. The Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, in his opinion, 
should not be a member of the Federal 
Reserve Board, as that official is not 
supposed to have any banking knowl- 
edge. With the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture omitted from the board, said Mr. 
Williams, there would be room for two 
members instead of one with banking 
experience. 

The power of the Federal Reserve 
Board to remove certain of the Directors 
of the regional reserve banks Mr. Will- 
iams thinks should be limited. The bill 
could be made more attractive to banks, 
he said, by raising the dividends of 
member banks from 5 per cent. to 6 per 
eent., and by dividing the profits in 
equal portions between the Government 
and the member banks instead of, as the 
bill now prodives, in the ratio of 60 to 
40 per cent. 

A radical change in the refunding sec- 
tion of the bill is proposed by Mr. Will- 
ianis. Instead of refunding the 2 per 
cent. bonds by 3 per cent. bonds without 
the ciréulation privilege, he would per- 
mit the 3 per cent. bonds to be used as 
a basis for circulation, on condition that 
the currency so issued should be sub- 
jected to a tax of 1 per cent, in addi- 
tion to the circulation tax now imposed 
by law. 

Mr. Williams concluded with high 
praise for the bill as a whole, charac- 
terizing it as the “ best banking and 
currency bill aver yet presented to 
Congress.”" 

“Run a freight train over the ob- 
struct‘onists,” said Senator Benjamin 
R. Tillman of South Carolina to Presi- 
dent Wilson to-day, when they were 
discussing the failure of the Senate 
Committee on Banking and Currency to 
make better progress with the bill. Mr. 
Tillman said afterward that the pur- 
post of his call was to urge the Presi- 
dent to bring his ‘freight train into 
operation.”’ 

“Fhe present course of the Commit- 
tee on Banking 2nd Currency is merely 
to buck the bill,” he said. ‘‘ AH the 
arguments of witnesses being heard be- 
ore it wé have heard time and time 
again. The committee seems to be 
plaving the same old Aldrich game of 
trying to educate the public, but the 
ublic does not need to be educated.

EXPORTS STILL RISING. 


Foreign Trade Increase in Eight 
Months This Year Was $67,319,689. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Detalled fig- 
ures given out to-day by the De- 
partment of Commerce show that, de- 
spite a falling off in imports into the 


United States in the month of eaves | 
with | 


and in the eight months ended 
August, 1918, exports so increased that 
a comparison with the corresponding 
periods of 1912 shows a substantial in- 
crease in the aggregate foreign trqde. 

Imports for the month of August 
amounted to slightly less than 
700,000, as against a little more than 
$154,700,000 in August, 1912~a decrease 
of about $17,000,000. On the other hand, 
American exports in August of this year 
amounted to more than $187,900,000, as 
compared with somewhat more than 
$167,800,000 for the corresponding month 
of last year—an increase of more than 
$20,000,000, making an increase in the 
aggregate of the foreign trade of about 
$3,000,000 in August. The eight months 
ended with August, 1913, show imports 
amounting to more than $1,156,500,000, 
but a decrease of more than $31,000,000 
as compared with the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1912. 

Exports, however, in the same period, 
show a total value of more than $1,515,- 
100,000, an increase of almost $100,000,- 
000 as compared with the preceding 
year. In the aggregate, the foreign 
trade shows an increase during the eight 
months of $67,319,689 over 1912.
